On 1 THe NATCU IZ, July 1. 

After s from New Orleans Captain 
Leathers remained but a short time on the 
roof of the Natchez, and then sat onthe boiler 
deck, sdeorbed in thought. The engineers 
watched carefully every movement, the flre 
men worked like Trojaus, and looked like 
demons in the red glare of the furnaces. 

Thus we go eleaving the myer wide open 
and making Baton Rouge in eight hours and 
thirty-one minutes. Bayou Sara io ten hours 
and thirty-eight minutes, and the mouth of 
Red River in thirteen hours. 

Heavy swells from the Lee are still striking 
the shores ard, to confess it, im our 
progress.

A “LOIL’’ SNUBBER. 

{From Rising Sun (Iud.) Record of Saturday.) 

Ine recent run of the Natchez against time 
from New Orieans to Cairo has revived the 
old spirit uf contest for the fastest time on the 
Mississippi. The ability to make the fastest 
time is claimed for the Robert E. Lee, and 
their speed is now being tested, to run against 
time, and not to race, it is said, but we fail to 
see how they can keep trom ft, secing they 
both start at the same time. The matter 
causes great excitement oes all classes, 
the interest manifested extending the entire 
length of the river. 

The people hereabout who are interested in 
the race are friendly to the Natchez for many
